Tbe ventilation is very bad and is one 
willful source of Impure air. 
Tho prisoners wltb one single exception 
eak to the highest terms of tha officials 
the sheriff's office, nnd state that tbo 


x>d furnished IE of good quality and suf- 
cient in quantity. Tbe one exception is 
in. Morris who complains that be has 
he consumption and that a man in his 
mdltfou needs n different diet from a 
an in good health. He states that tho 
ninty physician pronounces his case In- 
urable.

New Orleans, La., Oct. 17.—The Re- 


publican factions have fused at last, and 
a harmonious and united opposition will 
now fight the Bryan forces in Louisana. 
A dozen times In the past month the (ac- 
tions have been in sight of fusion, but 
tho sugar planters refused to accept any 
electoral ticket on which Oride Blaudin, 
the colored elector, figured, and Mr. Han- 
na and the national committee upheld the 
Wimborly faction In refusing to pulldown 
tbo colored man. 
Yesterdoy Chairman 


Donnelly, of the sugar planters, made a 
proposition to Chairman Wimberly, of the 
regular faction, to indorse the lutter's 
electors if the Wimberly crowd would pull 
down their congressmen. This question 
was debated until 3 o'clock in the morn- 
ing by the Wimberly committee and at 
length was accepted. At noon yesterday 
a special train carried tbu chairmen of 
tho two Republican commlttoes and the 
Wimberly candidates for congress to Ba- 
ton Rouge, where the fusion ticket was 
formally presented to tho secretary of 
state. 
This bad to bo dono before last 


night, when the time for filing nomina- 
tions expired.^ The notion of tho Repub- 
lican factions in coming together will 
make Louisiam a dangerously eloso state. 
All of South Louisiana, including New 
Orleans, will return n heavy McKin'ey 
majority, and it will require a strong pull 
from tho crooked North Louisiana par- 
ishes to pull Bryan through.

BIG REGISTRATION IN ST. LOUIS. 


A Total of 133,047 Boiwliod (n the Three 


Days' Poll. 


St. Louis, Mo., Oct. 17. —Tha tremen- 


dous registration of the voters hero is 
something unprecedented in tho annals of 
political history of St. Louis, and has 
bean tho means of furnishing observant 
people with an estimate of tho trno popu- 
lation of this city. Aeooiding to the 
closest estimates resulting from such 
computations, tho total population of St. 
Louis at present is 620,000. Tho total of 
the three dujs' rcigstrntion is stated by 
the election commissioner to be lS3,B-47 
names. In 181)5 it was only 84,000 in 
round numbers and In 1892 tho presiden- 
tial year, it was 93,000, a gain of 40,000 
over 18U3.

Washington, Oct. 17 —A tale of two 


hots was onfolder' in court yesterday.

over a year ago a large number of veter- 
ans of the civil war residing in the north 
were offered special inducements to re- 
move to the vicinity of Fitzgerald, Geor- 
gia 
The idea was held up before them 


that they could live easily on good farms 
in a mild and healthful climate and that 
It would be a pleasant and profitable 
change for them from the rigors of north- 
ern winters. Including their families 
about 4000 persons joined the old sol- 
diers' colony at Fitzgerald; 
Yesterday 


two families, originally from Appleron, 
Wis., 
passed through this city in wagons 


on their return from the promised land 
in Georgia, They had been four months 
on the journey und were badly travel 
worn. 
The stories told by them are piti- 


ful in the extreme. The land on which 
tbo colony settled was covered with pine 
aud almost entirely composed of sand. 
On this soil corn would make only ton 
bushels to tbo acre even with the use of 
guauo. 
The colonists could find nothing 


to do, as thoro aro no industries of my 
kind in the viciulty. To add to their 
difficulties the climate did not agree with 
them nnd many sickened and died. All 
who can do so aro abandoning their homes 
iu the south aud working their way back 
to tho uld homo in the north. The colony 
tins been greatly reduced in numbers by 
death and emigration and those who do 
remain uro a homesick lot. Tho people 
who passed througn Bloomington still 
have many weary miles to.travel to reach 
Eheir destination.

New York, Oot 80.—One Hundred and 
zty-mvon Armenians, who embarked 
t Boulogne, arrived on the steamship 
ibdam yesterday, and wore at once trans- 
ited to Ellis Island, where they were ex- 
mined by toe health authorities and the 
nipeetor of Immigration. There was one 
amlly of sixteen, Including husband,wife 
nd children, uncle, aunt and cousin, 
ho Armenians, as a rule, were well 
rosscd, Intelligent looking, and did not 
ppeur to have suffered any privations. 
Tho refugee* woro met at £111* Island 
y representatives of tbe Salvation Army 
nd ladle* from tbeW. C. V., urepresen- 
llve of tho Had Cross society and several 
mrltably disposed persons. Upon their

Machines of vastly greater 
efficiency 
sell today at 
from 
$35 for 


cheaper fnnchl ncs to $45 for the Decring 
roller and 
Imll bearings. 


When the wire binding attachment was 


added to the old Marsh harvester from 
187(> to 1870 the combined machine sold 
for SHOO, of which $120 was for the at- 
tat'hinent and $180 for the harvester. 
Wire binders arc not sold now, having 
been superseded by the twine binder. In 
1H78 we introduced the twine binder— 
the machine that now cuts the grain of 
the world. 
Its retail price was then 


$;UO to $,'325. A better and more capable 
machine Is sold today, ns above inti- 
mated, at but litth' over one-third that 
price. 
Hinder twine, for use on these 


machines, sold in 1883 at from 15 to 25 
cents per pound. 
It was, of course, un- 


known in 187.'!. 
Today a much better 


twine retails at from OW to 12 cents per 
pound, according to quality. 


This steady decrease in price does not 


mean a decrease in quality and efficiency. 
On the contrary un upward tendency in 
the mechanical construction and quality 
nf material has been as marked as the 
downward movement In prices. 
This 


lact—the advance in value coincident 
witli tin) decline in price—.1ms been made 
possible by the use of economical meth- 
ods in construction, and by labor-saving 
machinery, rather than by any decrease 
In wages paid. 
The cost of producing 


each machine lias also been reduced by 
tlte tremendous number of machines 
turned out by a single linn. 


The old mowor. for which the farmer 


pnid in the neighborhood of $100, 
had 


but monger means for adjustment, nnd 
were neither ns efficient nor ns durable 
im machines thnt retail todny at $40. 
The old self-rake reapers which retailed 
nt $200 were primitive nnd clumsy aa 
compared with the $05 machines of to- 
dny. 
Tho Docring twine binder todny, run 
nlng on roller nnd bnll bearings, cost 
$100 less than the oM Marsh harvester 
and requires two less men nnd two less 
horses than did thnt machine. In other 
words, one man nnd two horses can 
hnndlo more grnin with the Deoring roll- 
er-bearing twine binder thnn three men 
and three horses could hnndlo in 1875 
with n Mnrsh harvester thnt cost the 
fnrmer S100 more money." 
These stnterncnts of lending manu- 


facturers of high-grade4 farm machinery, 
merely emphasizes what any man of or- 
dinnlry intelligence already knew in a 
general way nnd what every wheat-grow 
er in the country know by practical ex 
perlcnce, thnt the last twenty years have 
been marked by wonderful improvements 
in the efficiency of farming tools nccom- 
pnnied by no loss mnrkcd reduction in 
the retail price. 
When GOT. AUgelr: 


nnd the lesser lights of Populism clniro 
thnt no part of the decline in wheat is 
the result of improved machinery and 
methods, they simply run contrary to 
facts which are patent to every observer 
and put themselves in n false position by 
denying truths that are as well known 
ns the multiplicntion tnblc. "

LEGISLATED FOR AGRICULTURE 


John M, Stahl Tells Why the Farmer 


Should Stand by His 


Friends. 


John M. Stahl, a practical 
Illinois 


fanner, nnd a laud owner in Missouri, 
Kansas and Nebraska, who is the editor 
of the Farmeis' Call, Quincy, and also 
secretary of the Farmers' National Con- 
gress, is a man who has made his way 
from poverty to affluence, by the use 
of his own head and hands. His promi- 
nence in the Grange, Farmers' insti- 
tutes and all movements calculated to 
better the condition of American agri- 
culture, gives weight to his judgment 
and makes his vi~"vs on all public ques- 
tions of value. 


In n recent interview he discusses the 


relation of the American farmer to the 
two great political parties and points 
out the fact that in legislation the Re- 
publican party hns always kept the in- 
terests of agriculture in view. He says: 


"It must be said to the credit of the 


fanners of the United States that they 
have never asked for more at the hands 
of Congress or lesser legislative bodies 
than they were ready to have granted 
to others, or for legislation that they 
did not believe would be of benefit to 
all the people. 
No exception to this is 


furnished by the tariff, which has been 
the most persistent political question in 
our history. No other question has been 
an important issue in so many cam- 
paigns. 
The second act passed by the 


Congress of the United States was n 
tariff act. 
The bill was introduced nnd 


discussed before Gen. Washington was 
inaugurated President and the bill was 
enacted into law two months before the 
passage of the law creating a treasury 
department. 
Tariff lor protection and 


tariff 
for revenue, ad valorem duties 


and specific duties, etc., were thorough- 
ly discussed while the first tariff bill 
was pending; and there have been few 
years since in which these questions 
did not engage the lively attention of 
the American people. It was inevitable, 
therefore, that the tariff should have 
the frequent consideration of a repre- 
sentative agricultural body meeting to 
discuss proposed legislation and to rec- 
ommend to the favorable consideration 
of legislative bodies such measures ns 
are deemed worthy of that recommenda- 
tion. 
Such a body is the Farmers' Na- 


tional Congress nnd at its Inst annual 
meeting it adopted the following reso- 
lution: 


Whereas, It Is an established principle 
with both of the grout political parties that 
n tariff on Imported goods adequate to meet 
the expenses of tbo government should be 
levied: therefore, 
Resolved, that we demand Uic same mens- 
tire ot protection for agricultural Industries 
that Is given to other Industries. 


At the meeting referred to there were 


delegntes from stntcs in which nrc more 
than four-fifths ot the farmers of the 
country, from California to Florida and 
from North Dakota to Texas. The reso- 
lution was adopted without one dissent- 
ing vote. As the honorable gentleman 
who has been master of the National 
Grange for eight years past and many 
other prominent officials of the Grange 
were present as delegates, the re'solu- 
tion may justly be taken ns expressing 
the sentiments of the Grange also. Cer- 
tainly the Farmers' National congress, 
being composed of farmers, should not 
have demanded less; nnd, as it is non- 
political and unpnrttean, it could not con- 
sistently say more.' Similar resolutions 
have been adopted nt previous meetings. 


Protection Under McKinley Law. 


The McKinley law gave to agricultural 


industries the same measure of protec- 
tion that it gave to other industries. 
Horses, hay, potatoes, onions, eggs, bar- 
ley, fruits, wool nnd other products of 
our farms, the producers of which de- 
rive a direct benefit from n protective 
duty on those articles, were given just 
and satisfactory protection; and thus the 
McKinley law met the proper wishes and 
the just nnd rensonnble demands of the 
farmers. As soon as they hnd the power, 
the Democrats hastened to remove the 
duties on farm products or to remove 
them altogether, and the Wilson law does 
not give the same measure of protection 
to agricultural industries that it gives to 
other industries. Wool is a striking ex- 
ample of this. The McKinley law gave 
it proper protection, nnd while that law 
was in effect only a very short time, it 


was in effect long enough to show thnt 
*inder its operation our production of 
wool would rapidly increase to the ulti- 
mate benefit of the entire community. 
The Democrats hastened to put wool on 
the free list, while retaining a substantial 
duty on the product of the mill and the 
mine. ,In 1889 there w«re in the United 
States 42,590,070 sheep, valued at $90,- 
640,309; in 1893 there were 47,273,553 
sheep, valued at $125,909,2(54; in 1896 
there are 38,298,783 sheep, valued at 
$65,167,735. 
Under the McKinlpy law 


the value of our sheep increased $35,268,- 
895; the Wilson law hns taken from the 
value of our sheep $60,741,529, or very 
nearly one-half. Under the Wilson law 
the importation of wool has doubled and 
the price of the domestic product hns 
been halved. 
The McKinley law gave 
to wool ami other farm products the just 
and equal protection demanded by farm- 
ers; the Wilson law removed this pro- 
tection, and, disciiminating against the 
farmer, singled out wool growing as the 
one considerable industry to feel the full 
force of a disastrous free trade policy. 


Reciprocity. 


At its annual meeting in 1890 the 
Farmers' National congress passed 
n 


resolution in favor of reciprocity; and 
that it yet *'4.vors reciprocity is shown 
by the following resolution at its last 
meeting: 


Rosolvod, thnt the Fanners' National con- 
gress has listened with profound Interest to 
the able nnd instructive address of Senor 
Francisco Javier Ynues "of Venezuela on 
"Tho Commercial Relations of American Re- 
publics." 
Resolved, that to secure reciprocal trade 
between tlie United.States and the Spnnlsh- 
Amcrlenn republics, this congress favors 
legislation for reciprocity, commercial treat- 
ies, nnd aid (or steamship lines sultclcnt to 
answer all tho purposes of such trade. 


The benefits to our agriculture from 


fair reciprocal arrangements were so ap- 
parent that the resolutions were adopted 
by a practically unanimous vote, though 
in the congress were delegntes of all 
shades of political belief. 
The peculiar 


relation of reciprocity to agriculture ap- 
pcnrs from a rending of the reciprocity 
section of the McKinley law: 


That with a view to secure reciprocal 
trndo with countries producing the following 
articles, and tor this purpose, on and after 
the first dny of .laimnry. 1802. whenever, 
and ^o often as ihe President slmll be satis- 
fied that the government of any country pro- 
ducing and exporting sugar, molasses, cof- 
fee, ton, and hides, raw and uncnred, or any 
of such articles, Imposes duties or other ex- 
actions upon the HRi'lcultural or other pro- 
ductions of the United States, which In view 
of tho free Introduction of such sugar, mo- 
lasses, coffee, tea and hirles Into* the United 
States may doom to be reciprocally unequal 
or unreusonnblo, he shall have the power 
nnd It shall bo his duty to suspend, by 
proclamation to that effect, the provision's 
of this act i elating to tho free Introduction 
of snch sugar, molasses, coffee, tea and 
hides, the production yC sucb country, for 
Mich time as he shall deem just, etc. 


Although in effect only n short time, 


(he reciprocity arrangement made under 
tho McKinley law 
demonstrated 
the 
great benefit that reciprocity would be 
to our agricultural interests. 
Space will 


permit of the citation of only one case in 
point: Our production of wheat si far 
exceeds our needs, while the exportation 
of Russia and Argentine hns so rapidly 
increased that it is of the highest im- 
portance to our farmers that our wheat 
markets be enlarged. The ability nf .re- 
ciprocity to do this Is shown by our Hour 
trade witli Cuba. 
In less than four 


years under n reciprocity arrangement 
this trade increased 480 per cent., while 
in the first year after the arrangement 
was terminated it decreased 42 per cent. 
All the reciprocity arrangements would 
have been of much benefit to our agri- 
cultural interests; and the Democrats 
hastened to terminate them. 


Home or Foreign Sugftr, Which? 


Bnch yenr we send abroad more than 
$100,000,000 for sugar. All doubt of onr 
possessing the soil nnd climnte over a 
sufficient area to produce from beet the 
sugar we now import, has been removed. 
Our natural advantages for the produc- 
tion of beet sugar are such tha*, not- 
withstanding the higher wages paid here, 
aid given our beet sugar industry equiv- 
alent to thnt which has been given to 
their beet sugnr industries by France and 
Germany by mcnns of bounties, exemp- 
tion of land from taxation, etc., would 
undoubtedly rapidly build np our sugar 
production. 
The McKinley law, by 


mcnns of a bounty, gave to our beet 
sugar industry the encouragement that 
the history of the industry in Germany 
and France hns shown to be wise nnd 
highly 
advantageous 
to 
the .nation 
Under the operation of the McKinley 
law our production of beet sugar rapidly 
increased. Here are the figures:

Had the McKinley Inw bounties been 


continued, we would in a comparatively 
few years have produced at home, not 
only the four thousand million pounds of 
sugar we now consume, but the increased 
consumption due to our increased popu- 
lation. 
It is probable that no other 
piece of legislation in our history has 
shown a greater lack of business sense 
thnn the repeal of the sugar bounties, 
nnd certainly few other legislative en- 
actments in our history have done our 
agricultural interests a greater injury or 
subjected the country to greater ultimate 
financial loss. To produce four thonsam 
million pounds of Deet sugar would re- 
quire one million acres of land and the 


wages paid to farm nnd factory labor 
vould amount to $75,000.000 per annum. 
-ittnd and labor now devoted to crops of 
small profit nnd of which we produce an 
excess, like wheat, would be put to a 
more profitable use. The $75,000.000 
each year would swell our domestic com- 
merce 
by at least four 
times that 
amount. 
If we had produced our own 
sugar instead of gold having been ex- 
ported during tho past three years—an 
export thnt has widely hurt our indus- 
ries and business—gold would have been 
mported. for the more than one hundred 
million dollars of gold or its equivalent 
:ent abroad each year for sugar would 
lave been kept at home. 


Home or Foreign Wool, Whicb? 


All these advantages—the use of land, 
he employment of labor, the increase of 
iomostic commerce and of our circulat- 
ug medium, the retention 
of 
gold— 


vould follow also from n production of 
he 250,000,000 pounds o£ wool that we 
annually import under the Wilson law; 
a production that would follow from the 
steady and continued aid of such protcc- 
iou as was given by the McKinley law. 
Surely so far as tariff legislation is con- 
cerned, the farmer, whether he regards 
mly bis own interests or looks beyond 
hem to the interest of his country, will 
lave no difficulty in deciding which par- 
y_ should have his vote. 
His decision 


vill be all the easier and surer because 
)f the record of the candidates for Presi- 
leut. 
Mr. Bryan declared in Congress, 
January 13, 1894, "It is immaterial iu 
ny judgment whether the sheep-grower 
•eceives any benefit from the tariff or 
not * * » I am for free wool." 
He 


•oted for free wool, for the repeal of the 
sugar bounties and for the abrogation of 
he reciprocity arrangements. 
Mr. Mc- 
xmley, it is needless to say, has been 
ind_ is, in favor of reciprocity, just pro- 
ection to wool nnd other farm products, 
and such reasonable encouragement of 
rat beet-sugar industry as other couu- 
ries have found profitable. 
In eon- 
:rast with what Mr. Bryan said about 
anff on wool is what Mr. McKinley said 
when introducing his tariff bill into the 
rlouse: 
If there Is any one Industry which appeals 
with more force than another for defensive 
antics It is this, and to uo class of citizens 
hould this House more cheerfully lend legls- 
atlve assistance, where It can properly be 
done, than to the million farmers who owu 
sheep in the United States. We cannot af- 
ord as a nation to permit this industry to 
be longer crippled. 


This shows Mr. McKinley's regard for 
he welfare of agricultural industries; 
md Mr. Bryan, also, may be judged by 
lis utterances on the same subject. 


Republicans and Trusts. ' 


Farmers have 'been consistently and 


icrsistently opposed to trusts. This hos- 
ility has been exaggerated in the voci- 
'crous and sweeping denunciations of 
:rusts bj the Populists. 
The farmers of 


:lus country are well aware that there 
are more trusts that, while nearly and 
quite controlling the production and sale 
of certain articles to their sure and lib- 
eral profit, have nevertheless, by reason 
of the economics of the aggregation of 
capita!, the employment of best talent in 
lirecting, and of producing and hand- 
ing large quantities, made the prices of 
:he articles to the consumers *lcss than 
:hey were before and probably less than 
they would be if the trusts were not in 
existence. 
Nevertheless, the farmers of 


this country believe that the principles 
underlying trusts are wrong aud thut in 
he aggregate trusts are a serious injury 
to business and wield a power that will 
present to human nature a temptation too 
strong to be resisted, except in n few 
cases, to use that power with political 
mrtios and legislative bodies, tor 
im- 
iropor ends; in short, that the trust is an 
enemy to the people aud a menace to the 
lation, there being some exceptions to 
)rovc the rule. 
Representative agricul- 
tural bodies have very frequently con- 
demned trusts and asked for legislation 
that would end them, or at the least 
would subject their affairs to such public 
uio\\ ledge and control as would remove 
their power for evil. 
A representative 


agricultural body has never pronounced 
n iavor ot trusts. The position of the 
rivrmer us regards trusts is that occupied 
jy our economists and by nearly all our 
population, hence, it is sanctioned by 
scientific icsenrch and reasoning and by 
the common sense. 
In accord with the 


wishes of rnrmcrs and 
in compliance 


with their requests, the Fifty-li.st Con- 
gress, which was the first Congress lle- 
wblican in both branches since trusts 
ind assumed prominence in this country 
hastened at its first session to pass '?a 
bill 
to 
protect 
trade and commerce 


against unlawful restraints and monopo- 
lies," which declares that: 


Every contract, combination In form of 
trust or otherwise, or consplr icy 
™ £' 
strnlnt of trade or 


be deemed guilty ot a misdemeanor 'incl on 
conviction (hereof, shall bo punlsl e I by S 
Hue not excecodlng .ViUOO. or by linm-Non

laws of any foreign country. 


This act is so comprehensive in its defi- 


nition of a trust, which it made illegal 
that it was clearly the purpose of those 
who made it a law, that no trust should 
escape. 


Democracy nnd Trnsts. 


Contrast with the action of the Fifty- 
first Congress the action of the Fiftv 
third Congress—the first one Democratic 
In both branches since trusts attained 
to prominence in this country—which at 
its regular session, put into the coffer of 
the Sugnr trust, by means of the Wilder 
law, a bonus of $18,000,000 on the sugar 
then in its hands; and by the same law 
made n profit for the Whisky trust of 
about $10,000,000 on the whisky with 
drawn from bond after it became cer 
tain that the tax on whisky would be 
increased nnd before tho law went into 
effect, and, in addition, the Wilson law 
increased 
the allowance for wastage 


while in bond and lengtnened the bonded 
perior from three to eight years. 
The 


Fifty-third Congress legislated against 
trusts, but only those of which import- 
ers are members and which deal in im- 
ported articles. Domestic trusts have re- 
mained undisturbed by Democratic legis- 
lation. No effort has been made by the 
Democratic administration to enforce the 
anti-trust legislation of cither the Fifty- 
first or the Fifty-third Congress, th<fugh 
frequently reminded of its duty by the 
agricultural and other papers, including 
even a leading New York Democratic 
paper. 
So far ns their attitude toward 
trusts is concerned, the farmer ought not 
to have any difficulty iu deciding which 
of the two 
leading 
political parties 
should hnve bis vote. 


On questions that hnve not hnd the 


long and general attention bestowed on 
the tariff or in the treatment of evils 
that have been so acridly denounced as 
the trusts, but thnt farmers have right- 
fully considered to have a direct and con- 
siderable effect on ngricultural interests, 
the Democratic and ihe Republican par- 
ties have recently made- records equally 
plain and significant. 


Who Favors JEtvral Mall Deliverv? 
In the debate on the postoffice appro- 
priation- biU ia the House March 6 laet, 


Mr. tickler said: "It «*ems that tier* 
is no eSort to improve fac' service fo* 
country people, 
and on tlf* same day 
Mr. Loud, chairman of the Bouse com- 
mittee on posToffices and postroads, said 
in the course of the debate: 


The increase In the appropriations for th» 
star route service during the last four years 
ins arisen from the fact that mouej wa» 
akeu from that service and devoted to reg- 
ilation. screen, and other wagon service, 
u other words, while'yoo gentlemen from 
he country have been persistently lucreas- 
ug appropriations for the star route service, 
ill of that increase lias been used Iu thd- 
arge cities. 
In fact, the amount thus diverted dur- 
ng the last fiscal year was $070,000, 
vherens the increase iu the appropria- 
ion for country mail service was only 
S500.000; so that notwithstanding the- 
iuccessful efforts of the friends of the 
'armers to secure an appropriation 
to> 
letter his mail service, there was actual- 
y less money spent on that service than 
Before, because the Democratic nduiinis- 
ration of the postoffice department used 
Hsewhcrc, as it has in previous years, 
he money specifically appropriated for 
he improvement of country mail service: 
This is in striking contrast with the 
. 


Republican administration of the post- 
iffice department. 
Mr. Wamrmaker se- 


:ured appropriations for experiments in 
'ree mail delivery in villages and ho 
aithfully expended these appropriations. 
u a communication to the Senate he 
itated that after making an allowance 
^qual to the previous average annual 
ncrease of the business of the offices, it 
vas found that the increase of the busi- 
less of the offices due to the free daily 
lelivery had more than paid for that 
lelivery. In some cases the profit from 
ree delivery was quite large. 
In New 


3anaan, Conn., for example, the village 
n \\ Inch free daily delivery was first in- 
roduced, and iu which the experiments 
vcre conducted for five years, the aver- 
ige annual income of the office was 
S23. while the free delivery cost only 
i200. A business that yields an average 
innunl profit of 101% per cent., part of 
he period being a time of panic and de- 
cession, is n good business indeed; yet 
'he present administration of the post- 
ifficc department hns discontinued the 
'ree delivery in the villages in which it 
vas established by Mr. Wanamnker. 


The results from experiments in vU- 


ages indicated, as Mr. Wannmakcr forc- 
aw that they would, the practicability 
if free daily delivery to farmers; and 
ic secured from tbc Fifty-second Con- 
:ress an appropriation for experiments 
n free mail delivery to farmers, and an 
ippropriation for this purpose was made 
by the Fifty-third Congress at both 
essions. 
The language of the appro- 


iriations was mandatory, but both Mr. 
Jissell and Mr. Wilson have refused to 
^xpcnd these appropriations.

Vflio Forfeits I.aml Grant*?' 


For some years the farmers of the 


country have been demanding that the 
' 
grants of lands to aid in the construction 
if certain railroads, should be declared 
brfeited where the conditions of the 
Trnnts had not been complied with. The 
""iffy-first Congress—the first Congress 
Republican in both branches since the 
demands for the annulment of these 
grants had been made—at its first ses- 
sion enacted n law 


Thnt there Is hereby forfeited to tae> 
United States, and the United States hereby" 
•esumes the title thereto, all lands hereto- 
'oro granted to nuy state or to any corpora- 
Ion to aid In the construction of a railroad 
ipposito to and coterminous with the por- 
lou of any such railroad not now completed 
_ind In oiicrntlon, for the construction or/ 
)enefit of which such lands were granted; 
ind all such lauds are declared to be a part 
of the public domain. 


This law should have much weight 


with the farmer in determining what 
ticket he will vote, for, aside from re- 
storing considerable areas to the public- 
lomaiu to tho profit of the national trens- . 
iry, it showed thnt n Republican Con- 
gress did not fear to enact righteous law* 
'or the people and against some of the 
nost powerful corporations in the coun- 
try—in marked contrast to the subservi- 
•ncy to trusts and corporations of the 
Democratic Congress that we have hnd 
since.
